port, under a daily cosVof $ri(M) to )|<(I(K) for opera- 
tion. By the Panama Canal the same vessels will 
make tile jouriwy in ;il>ont 20 days. There will ac- 
cordingly be a saving per voyage of )li22,.'j(M) or 
more, so the report points out. ^ 

If the estimated length of the voyage via the 
eanal is eorreetly placed nt 20 d;iys. a ship will he 
able to make at least two trips by that route as 
against one via the Horn as at present, which, of 
course, will greatly increase the earniniK capacity 
of the vessels. — ^New York Times.

Ik lakes it to his heart as he 
would tbu fragrance of a rose. Says the Psalms: 
"A wnid lit'y spoken is like ;ipples of g(dd in pic 
♦.nres of silver." That is high praise, and yet how 
little we think of it; how little we pick out beautiful 
words to use in our conversation ! And beauty is a 
Muality of n word the same as fragrance is of a 
flower or .song is of a bird. 

We should use words for their beauty and should 
eiiri<di our vocahula r.\ willi them, possibly, not lor 
the wor;l itsdf, as lor I he liner per.sonality that if 
implies. Think of one wlio ii.sed only harsh, tuiie- 
les, ill-shaped words — wbuldn't you think the less 
of him ? I'll! on t he other luiiid if his language was 
gemmed with beautiful words, would you not like 
hia company T — Ashland Independent.
